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« Commission Idea Best for 


Any Municipal Plant, Says 
Nationally Known Engineer 


Although political policy discussion was strictly ex- 


cluded from the study made of our municipal electric plant 
by the City of Hope's consultants, Burns & MoDonnell 
Engineering Co. of Kansas City, Mo., what a nationally- 


» known engineer thinks is the best way to run a municipal 


plant certainly is top news for our people at this partic- 
ular moment. 


R. E. McDonnell, retired head of the firm, made a 


wise and comprehensive statement on municipal plant 
manag,ement in a speech this year before the California 
Municipal Utilities association. His remarks in condensed 
form were published in the September issue of Water & 
Sewage Works magazine, New York — an article which 


|. I did not see until after our public meeting of the city 


council last Tuesday night. 


And now that I have read Mr. McDonnell's piece I 


find it unqualifiedly endorses what we have been saying 
about the advisability of putting the Hope Water & Light 
Plant under the control of a local public commission. But 
Mr. McDonnell being an expert with words as well as 
kilowatts I'll let him speak in direct quotes. 


The following are extracts from his magazine article: 


£ 
Diversion and Regulation of Public Utility Funds, by 


R. E, McDonnell. 


The chief argument used by the representatives of 


the power companies in promoting the purchase of mu- 
nicipal utilities is: "The frequent changes of manage- 
ment occurring in municipal utilities." This is, undoubted- 
ly, the most difficult argument to answer, for it must be 
conceded that the frequent changes of operators, engi- 
neers, and superintendents is a distinct disadvantage in 


. municipal ownership; but, it is one that could be corrected; 
& and can only be corrected by the municipalities them- 


selves. . . 


Council management of water and light utilities, 


with the change every administration, is a weakness that 
should be recognized and corrected by the superintendents 
themselves, if possible, and a concerted effort should be 
brought to bring about state legislation creating Utility 
Board management. The need of utility board manage- 
ment comes about when a needed bond issue is required, 


™ and very often the defeat of a bond issue is attributed to 
® the fact that there is a growing feeling on the part of 


many leading citizens that a board of utilities should L3 
free from politics, serve the city without pay, and be 
composed of leading business and professional men of the 
city, who would be pleased to serve on such a board for 
the honor of serving their community. 


The best weapon a municipal plant can use to defend 


itself and preserve its stability and maintain the confidence 
of the community, is to keep the plant at its highest ef- 


o ficieney. To permit a plant to become antiquated or 


obsolete weakenc it against any attacks. Like an individ- 
ual whose vitality is low, the plant is in no condition to 
put up a strong defense. 


The "saving" of municipal utilities can only be 


brought about by those who are in charge of operation 
and management; and some of the measures that have 
been most effective in accomplishing this result are . . . 
(No. 1 on Mr. McDonnell's list is frequent publicity) 


In my 53 years engineering experience, I've seen 


<5» many plants lost to the cities by milking them dry by 


diverting revenues to all sorts of projects, when the funds 
should have gone into new units with their low cost of 
production. These funds can not be eliminated-or avoided 
entirely and it is only the dangerous diversion that should 
be guarded against. . . . 
, 


One of the dangerous diversions is at Ashland, Ore., 


where 40 per cent of the city's budget comes from the 
light fund. In Cashmere, Wash., the city light depart- 
ment built and owns the city hall. In Idaho Falls, the 


*' light department owns swimming pools, a golf course, and 


the city is now considering a bond issue to rebuild its 
antiquated power plant. This is truly a dangerous diver- 
sion. 


The smaller cities pretty generally adhere to council- 


manic management where the city councilmen and mayor 
name the superintendent. Then to avoid frequent changes, 
boards of public works or boards of trustees were ad- 
vanced as an improvement. . . 


The wisdom and foresight of municipalities to create 


board of commissioners or boards of utilities for the 
handling of water and lighting plants is well established. 
The trend is in this direction now. The greatest progress 
in the handling of municipal utilities is the .placing of 
utilities in the hands of a high class board of directors, 
who in turn employ a manager, who then employs skilled 
engineers, operators, superintendents and employes on a 
purely business and ability basis. 


A board mqnagement gives continuity of handling, 


enables the making of a comprehensive 10, 15, or 20- 
year program of improvements, avoids the constant chang- 
ing of managers and insures competent employees 
permanent positions.... 


Many cities have no choice in the matter of di- 


version of utility funds to the general fund. This is pro- 
vided for in the city charters. For example, in Palo Alto, 
Calif., the charter specifically provides that the revenues 
of each public utility shall be kept in a separate fund 
from all other receipts and shall be used for the purposes 
and in the order as follows: 


A. 
Ftor the payment of the operating and main- 


tenance expenses of such utility, including the necessary 
contribution to retirement of its employes. 


B. 
For the payment of interest on the bonded debt 


incurred for the construction or acquisition of such 
utility. 


C. 
For the payment of the principal of said debt 


as it may become due. 


D. ' For the capital expenditures of such utility. 


E. 
For the annual payment into a reserve fund for 


contingencies, of an amount not to exceed 10 per cent of 
the expenditure for capital outlay for the year, exclusive 
of the bond fund expenditures. The total accumulated in 
fhis reserve fund for contingencies shall at no time exceed 
over 5 per cent of the book vglue of the utility's capital 
in service. This reserve fund shall be available for use by 
the utility, only for the replacements or emergency re- 
pairs and after special appropriation by the council.

Farm Bureau 
Favors Existing 
Legislation

Chicago, Dec. 14—f/Pi—Tlic Amer- 


ican farm bureau federation, ono 
of the nation's biggest agricultural 
groups, has reaffirmed its 
stand 


favoring existing federal farm leg- 
islations. 


Policies of the federation 
were 


expressed in resolutions approved 
by voting delegates yesterday 
at 


the close of the group's 33rd an- 
nunl convention. More than 
7,000 ^ 


farm men and women attended the 
five-day meeting. 


The resolutions dealt with prob- 


lems of national and international 
importance, ranging from 
United 


Nations to rural life. Tlic delegates' : 
expressed their views on foreign, 
policy, long-range lax policies, ci- 
vilian military training, and 
eco- 


nomic policies to be followed dur- 
ing a mobilization period. 


The federation, which 
says 
it 


represents 
nearly 
1,500,000 farm ' 


families in 46 states and Puerto 
Rico, said it favored "the 
main- 


tenance of the present price sup- 
port features ot the agriculture act 
of 1U49 which arc designed' to pro- 
vide protection 
against 
extreme 


price declines without going to the 
opposite 
extreme of government 


price fixing." 


The resolution added, "we do not 


'believe that action to raise the lev- 
el of price support above that novv'i 
provided in the agriculture act 
of 


19-19 is in the long-run interest of 
farm people." 


On economic policies during the 


defense build-up period, the feder- 
ation opposed 
"unnecessary gov- 


ernment .controls,' but' 
approved, 


allocations and priorities for scarce 
materials.

"Government spending must ba 


paid for, cither by taxes or by in; 
nation," a resolution said.
